distinguished list selected for All-American Honors 
for 1933. Their pictures and full data regarding 
breeding, ownership and winnings, appear on the pages fol- 
lowing, as also the Reserve winners. This rounds out an 
even dozen years for the annual All-American Selections, 
and we present the list and accompanying pictures with 
considerable pride, We feel that they are in every way a 
credit to the industry, and measure up to the high stand- 
ards established in previous years. 
The Selection Committee this year consisted of Mr. J. 
P. Eves, judge at Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress; Mr. V. 
S. Culver, judge at Eastern States Exposition, and Prof. 
J. C. Knott, judge at the Pacific International Live Stock 
Exposition, with the Editor of the World as an ex-officio 
member, as in past years. Mr. Eves also judged at the 
Royal Winter Fair of Canada, and a number of the state 
fairs. This set up added somewhat to the difficulties of 
the situation, as Prof. Knott had an opportunity to see 
only the cattle shown in the Pacific. Northwest, while none 
of the other committee members were able to look over 
the cattle from the West Coast. Comparisons in a num: 
ber of close classes, accordingly, had to be made at long 
range, a difficult task in present-day competition, and not 
as satisfactory to anyone as first hand observation of all 
the contenders by one or more members of the committee. 
As in the past, the awards are widely distributed geo- 
graphically. Iowa leads again with five, followed by Wis- 
consin with four, Connecticut with two and one each for 
South Dakota, Maryland, New York and the Province of 
Quebec. On the Reserve list, Alberta has four, Maryland 
three, Illinois and Quebec two each, and Washington, 
Pennsylvania, Connecticut and Ontario one each. Eight 
different owners are represented on the All-American list; 
eleven on the Reserve list, Seven of the fifteen All-Ameri- 
cans and eleven of the fifteen Reserves were bred by ex- 
hibitor. 


Maytag Dairy Farms, Newton, Iowa, were the largest 
winners with five All-Americans, closely followed by Wis- 
consin Board of Control, Madison, Wis., with four. Dun- 
loggin, Ellicott City, Md., had one All-American and two 
Reserves. Mrs. W. S. Kellogg’s Osborndale Farm, Derby, 
Conn., had one All-American and one Reserve, a showing 
duplicated also by Raymondale Farm, Vaudreuil, Quebec. 
Hays & Co., Ltd., Calgary, Alberta, had three Reserve win- 
nings to its credit, all of their own breeding, following the 
most ambitious show circuit any Holstein herd has ever 
attempted. Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, Ill., had Reserve 
winners in two outstanding classes, and bred one All- 
American exhibited by another owner. Wm. Schmidt’s 
Sons, St. Peter, Minn., bred three All-American winners, 
the aged bull, the Get of Sire and the Produce of Dam en- 
tries, while Wisconsin Board of Control bred two of their 
four winners. 


Tabulation of the winners over the twelve-year period 
shows Elmwood’s great sire, King Bessie Ormsby Pieter- 
tje, still out in front in respect to both All-American and 
Reserve winnings, his totals being respectively eleven and 
seven, as compared to ten and two respectively for Man- 
O-War. 

Again this year, we are pleased to record that the All- 
American Aged Cow is among the leading producers of the 
breed. Elenora Della Burke, the winner, has a 10 months’ 


Ou front cover arrangement this time presents the 


record in Class B of 779 lbs. fat, 20,034.4 lbs, milk (3.9% 
fat), tenth ranking record in her class, and equivalent to 
over 1,100 lbs. fat in Class B yearly by the accepted arith- 
metic for conversion. The three-year-old winner, Cornell 
Ollie Pride, is the world’s champion senior two-year-old in 
Class B, ten months’ division. The winning by Elenora 
gives her owners, Dunloggin, the distinction previously 
held only by Mount Victoria Farms, of bringing out two 
different individuals for All-American honors in the aged 
cow section. Dunloggin’s previous winner was Bloodwood 
Johanna Jewel, All-American Aged Cow in 1930. Further 
comment on individual winners will appear in connection 
with the following brief discussion of the fifteen All-Ameri- 
can classes. 
The Aged Bulls 

Last year’s three-cornered battle for honors in this 
class was extended to four this year, the principal aged 
bull contenders being Man-O-War 30th, winner at Water- 
loo, the Royal and Missouri, Indiana and Kentucky state 
fairs; Carnation Matador Masterpiece, grand champion at 
Pacific International and Western Washington fair; Win- 
terthur Best Segis Jonat, grand champion at New York 
State Fair, his only major appearance; and Decora Segis 
Pontiac Sir Juneway, grand champion at Wisconsin, and 
runner-up to Man-O-War 30th at both Waterloo and the 
Canadian Royal. Difficulties of arriving at a correct de- 
cision were accentuated by the fact that none of the com- 
mittee except Judge Knott had seen Carnation Matador 
Masterpiece this year, while Mr. Knott had seen none 
of them except the Carnation bull. Reports from the west 
were quite unanimous that this bull was showing in better 
form than ever before but in view of the evident close- 
ness of the decision, the fact that Man-O-War 30th had 
met and defeated so much stronger competition through 
the season, turned the tide in his favor, so that the honors 
in the class were the same as last year with Man-O-War 
30th as All-American and Carnation Matador Masterpiece 
as Reserve, with honorable mention to Decora Segis Pon- 
tiac Sir Juneway and Winterthur Best Segis Jonat. 

Three-Year-Old Bulls 

This class brought its principal contest in the battle for 
Reserve honors, the All-American position being conceded 
to the great Maytag three-year-old, Prince Ormsby Aaggie 
Homestead, last year’s All-American Two-Year-Old, who 
went through to grand championship at both the Waterloo 
Dairy Cattle Congress and the Canadian Royal. A massive 
bull weighing over 2,800 lbs., he was not seriously chal- 
lenged for this honor. Reserve position was finally given 
to King of Lauxmont, another bull of great size and 
strength, being senior champion at Eastern States Exposi- 
tion, and grand champion at a number of Pennsylvania 
shows. Man-O-War 62d, stylish, deep-barrelled son of 
Man-O-War, and runner-up to the All-American winner at 
both Waterloo and the Canadian Royal, would have been 
almost equally acceptable in this Reserve position, Sir 
Fobes Ormsby Hazelwood, last year’s Reserve All-Ameri- 
can Two-Year-Old, Hays Supreme, and King Bessie 
Ormsby Piebe, another All-American in his younger days, 
were likewise strong contenders in this class.

recognition last year. Storrs Cornucopia Prince, winner 
at Eastern States Exposition, about as near the True Type 
Model as anything that has come on the scene in a long 
time, was selected to head the line, with Dunloggin Match- 
less Laird, second to him at Eastern States and winner in 
class at Waterloo and Ohio, with grand champion honors 
at Maryland and Trenton, equally clear for the Reserve 
position. The Royal winner, Cornucopia Lad Posch, would 
have been a very acceptable All-American in the absence 
of the other two great bulls, while Chesterson’s Gem 
Fayne Ona, runner-up to Dunloggin Matchless Laird at 
Waterloo, is a bull that must be reckoned with in future 
years. 
Senior Yearling Bulls 

Yankton Ormsby Pietertje, class winner at Waterloo 
and Iowa State Fair, and grand champion at Minnesota, 
was a stand-out. Reserve position was a battle between 
Osborndale Sir Inka Aaggie, junior and grand champion at 
Eastern States Exposition, and State Camp Sir Grace Echo 
Beets, junior champion at Wisconsin and runner-up in 
class at Waterloo. While the State Camp bull was the 
highest ranking senior yearling in the yearling bull class 
at the Royal, placing above Osborndale Sir Ormsby Aaggie, 
the latter was given the Reserve placing on the form he 
showed at Eastern States Exposition. The decision to 
show him at the Royal was made just in time to complete 
the entry, and he lacked considerable of the flash and 
bloom displayed in winning his earlier honors. ‘The Wis- 
consin bull comes in for honorable mention. 

Junior Yearling Bulls 

Wisconsin Duke Tritomia Lad, junior champion at both 
Waterloo and the Royal, and undefeated in class through- 
out the season, was the outstanding choice for All-Ameri- 
can honors here. Reserve position was given to Raymon- 
dale Dad, second ranking junior yearling in the mixed 
yearling class at the Royal. 

Bull Calves 


There were a half dozen or more bull calves clamoring 
for recognition in this class, which promised to give the 
committee no end of trouble, until the Royal show was 
reached and King Bessie Progressor headed the junior 
bull calf class, thus succeeding in clarifying the situation 
in no uncertain way. Although showing as a junior calf 
he is a real standout. Wimbledon Dean Ormsby, winner 
of his class at both Waterloo and Eastern States, was 
finally chosen for the Reserve position on the strength of 
his season’s record, with honorable mention to Mount 
Riga Hazel Lad, who placed above him at Ohio; Carna- 
tion Ormsby Perfection, who topped the Mount Riga bull 
at Indiana; Carnation Nooksack Inka King, junior cham- 
pion at the Pacific International, and King Bessie Man- 
O-War Black Gold, Minnesota winner. 


Aged Cows 

Another great line-up of aged cows presented a prob- 
lem for the committee in this class. Elenora Della Burke, 
who has been knocking at the door for a number of years, 
was finally given the call. She won her class at Waterloo 
and Eastern States, was grand champion at Illinois, Mary- 
land, Trenton, etc. Reserve honors were given Strath- 
more Wayne Sylvius, grand champion at the Royal, over 
Empire Ormsby Man-O-War Esther, (1,093 Ibs. fat at 4 
years), first prize cow in milk at that great show. Wau- 
kona Myretta, grand champion at Portland, now complet- 
ing 2 record above 960 lbs, fat in Class B, is another real 
dairy machine, given very honorable mention. Rosemary 
Perfection Segis, the California grand champion, again 
comes in for honorable mention, and similar recognition 
was given to two of the great cows of the year that might 
have claimed consideration for even higher honors if they 
had been still living. These were Silver Glen Clothilde 
Ormsby, grand champion at Indiana and Kentucky, and 
Belle Dewdrop Keyes, grand champion at the Canadian 
National. Great production along with splendid conforma- 
tion appears in this entire list. 

, Four-Year-Old Heifers 

Netherland Queen Pluto, Royal winner, was easily the 
top of this class, which did not bring out as large a number 
of strong competitors as usual, with Hays’ Rag Apple Bess, 
runner-up at the Royal, in Reserve position. Netherland 
Queen Pluto will be remembered as the All-American Jun- 
ior Yearling 1930. 
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The committee regretted not having an opportunity to 
see Colony Flood Colantha, previously All-American 3-year- 
old and 2-year-old. It was impossible for her owners, a 
public institution, to show her this year, except at British 
Columbia exhibitions, and P. H. Moore, superintendent of 
Colony Farms, her owners, with rare sportsmanship, re- 
quested the committee not to give her consideration this 
year, as a matter of fairness to the breeders who were 
meeting more representative competition. 

Three-Year-Old Heifers 

No complaints could be made of lacking competition in 
the three-year-old heifer class this year, with more sensa- 
tional three-year-olds on display than any previous year 
within our memory. The All-American designation went 
to Cornell Ollie Pride, grand champion at Eastern States 
Exposition and New York State Fair. The picture dis- 
played in this issue is entirely inadequate, giving no con- 
ception of the great size of this heifer, who weighs 1,900 
lbs., and only a suggestion of her real flash and character. 
The picture was taken near the end of her two-year-old 
lactation, a month before she showed at New York State 
Fair. Her production of 643 lbs. fat in ten months makes 
her the champion two-year-old in Class B for the ten 
months division. In the year she produced 771 lbs. fat, 
which is second high for her class. Since the show sea- 
son, she has calved again, and is milking over 100 lbs. a 
day in three-year-old form, although not running on test 
this year. The Reserve position went to Dunloggin Gloria, 
(also with a very inadequate picture), runner-up to Cornell 
Ollie Pride in class at Eastern States Exposition, and her- 
self grand champion at the Waterloo Dairy Cattle Con- 
gress and Ohio State Fair. She is a real sensation, as she 
had to be to rank above Montvic Rag Apple Bonheur, last 
year’s All-American Two-Year-Old, and winner of the 
milking three-year-old class at this year’s Royal. The 
Bonheur heifer is as near faultless in udder conforma- 
tion as appeared on the circuit in any class this year, and 
with a little more size would have given the committee 
a real headache to arrive at a decision in this class. Car- 
nation Lunde Josephine, winner at the Pacific Interna- 
tional, was also given honorable mention in this class. 

Two-Year-Old Heifers 

There were many good two-year-olds out this year, but 
few that seemed to stand out above the crowd for All- 
American recognition, Mount Riga Ormsby Jem, winner 
at Waterloo and the Royal, was selected for the honor, 
with Ruth Pontiac Fayne, winning dry two-year-old at the 
Royal, in Reserve position. 

Senior Yearling Heifers 

This class, as always, brought out a lot of very ex- 
cellent competition, which finally narrowed down to a 
battle between Osborndale Flora Pontiac Inka May, 
Eastern States junior champion, and Bessie Ormsby 
Isadora, Waterloo junior champion. Either one would 
have made an entirely acceptable top and good enough to 
rank with the best of the winners for this class in any 
previous year. The determining factor finally in placing 
the decision with the Osborndale heifer was the fact that 
she calved in November, and a member of the committee, 
making a special trip to see her, found an udder above 
criticism in shape and attachment, and with this element 
of uncertainty removed—always a problem in connection 
with yearling heifers—the pendulum swung her way and 
Isadora was forced to take the Reserve position. Future 
events will have to determine the final correctness of this 
close decision. It has been many a day since two year- 
lings as great as these have come out in one season. 
Honorable mention in the class is extended to Hays’ 
Seventy-Five, W I S Royfred Della Fobes, and Abegweit 
Lady Frances. 


Junior Yearling Heifers 

Mildred Homestead Piebe Cynthia, winner of the class 
at Waterloo and junior champion at the Royal, was an 
outstanding top in this class, with a very acceptable Re- 
serve in Hays’ Rosebush Wayne, runner-up in class to the 
All-American at both Waterloo and the Royal, and a high 
money heifer over a long circuit. At the final show of the 
year, she stood out above a number of the heifers that 
placed above her on different occasions earlier in the 
season. 


Heifer Calves 
There were many lovely calves on the circuit this sea- 
son, but Ollie Empress Denver Prince, winner of the class 
and reserve junior championship at the Royal as well as

showing of this breed at the fairs and expositions of 

1933. Numbers were reduced around 15%, taking a 
list of representative shows in composite, but in most 
cases the quality was out as strong as ever. 


Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress and Illinois State Fair 
were probably the two best shows of the year in the 
United States, while the final round-up at the Royal Win- 
ter Fair of Canada, would doubtless rate as the best Hol- 
stein display in North America this year, or perhaps any 
year, as it was likewise the largest of the year, having 
275 head in the ring, and over 300 on the grounds. The 
Canadian National Exhibition comes second in numbers 
with a total of 269. Illinois State Fair with its 185 head 
was the largest Holstein display in the United States. 
Prize money at the two big Toronto shows has not been 
cut as much as most of the U. S. shows, and this fact 
doubtless had its effect in bringing out the larger num- 
bers, although Canadian breeders have always been great 
believers in the value of the show ring, and patronize it 
almost traditionally. A number of our state fairs were 
this year forced to make drastic reductions in prize money, 
and in a few cases juggled the classifications in an effort 
to make the money go farther, with generally unsatisfac- 
tory results. Many new faces appeared on the judging list, 
partially in furtherance of economy programs by the fairs, 
and while the placings in some cases did not command 
quite the degree of ringside approval and approbation we 
like to see, the development of new blood in our judging 
ranks is by no means undesirable. Exhibitors in general, 
however, are better satisfied to have men experienced in 
the judging work place the awards at the bigger shows. In 
fact they are entitled to expect it. 


Tae Holstein industry may well be pleased with the 


A pleasing feature of the 1933 season was the interna- 
tional competition on both sides of the line, with Hays & 
Company winning high honors at Eastern States, Water- 
loo and Trenton, N. J., while Maytag, Wisconsin Board of 
Control and Osborndale returned the compliment at the 
Royal Winter Fair of Canada. Increased interest in these 
shows and tthe development of closer friendly relationships 
resulted. We hope there may be more of it another year. 

The quality of the winning animals will be readily ap- 
parent from the liberal display of pictures in this issue. 
As in past years, in connection with this brief review, we 
are letting the pictures very largely tell the story. 


Testifying to the continued confidence of breeders in 
their industry and to their belief in the value of show 
ring effort as a means of breed and herd advancement, 
most of the stand-bys of recent years were out on the 
circuit again in 1933. Maytag Dairy Farms, Newton, Iowa, 
and Wisconsin Board of Control, Madison, Wis., were the 
largest winners of All-American honors with their well- 
balanced show herds. Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, Ill., kept 
their wonderful record in tact in the matter of winning 
Premier Breeder honors at every show in which they 
participated, and the twenty-one offspring of King Bessie 
Ormsby Pietertje on display at Waterloo, made a display 
never equalled by the get of any sire at any major show. 
Others in the Mid-West who helped make things interest- 
ing for all competitors were Redfield State School & Home, 
Redfield, S. D.; Iowa Board of Control, Des Moines, Iowa; 
Paul P. Stewart, Maynard, Iowa; George A. Schumacher, 
Janesville, Wis.; Whitehurst Farm, Canton, IIl.; Arbu 
Farm and Kennels, Oxford, Mich.; Red Rose Farms Dairy, 
Northville, Mich.; Meyer Dairy Farm, Basehor, Kansas;

Farm, Mt. Angel, Oregon; Jacob Luscher, Fairview, Ore- 
gon; Greater American Dairy, Portland, Oregon, and Noble 
Lee, Mt. Vernon, Wash., were most prominent winners. 


Canadian shows were strong throughout the season. 
Particular mention should be made of the circuit covered 
by Hays & Company, Calgary, Alta. Showing a string 
entirely of their own breeding, they started at the Prairie 
Province shows in July, came East for the C. N. E. and 
other Eastern Canada shows; crossed into the U. S. A. 
for Eastern States Exposition, where they were Premier 
Breeders, showed also at Trenton, N. J., and the Water- 
loo Dairy Cattle Congress, winding up in November, at 
the Royal, where they were again Premier Breeders. The 
C. P. R. Supply Farm at Strathmore, Alberta, also made a 
fine appearance for this province. At the eastern extreme of 
Canada, J. Walter Jones, Charlottestown, P. E. I., also cov- 
ered heavy mileage during the season with two trips to 
Toronto in addition to a heavy circuit meeting all comers 
in Eastern Canada.

Another Rush at Secretary’s Office 


URING the forty-eighth period of the current year, 
D covering the week ending December 2, 1933, 24,514 

applications for registry were filed with Secretary 
Seaverns (2,380 in corresponding week of 1932), and 6,350 
applications for transfer (comparing with 817.) This was 
the period marking the end of the fee moratorium, and the 
large flood of applications was not unexpected. During the 
first 48 periods (about eleven months), a total of 146,621 
applications for registry have been filed, and 45,355 appli- 
cations for transfer. This is by far the largest total of 
registry applications in any year in the whole history of 
the association. Applications for membership for the 
eleven months, total 1,784, comparing with 374 in the same 
period of 1932. 

These figures clearly denote, as we have pointed out 
before, a continuing faith in the future of the industry that 
is most encouraging. The association, as a result of the 
effective relief measures adopted at Chicago last June, 
may look back with considerable gratification to the results 
of its activities in 1933. Perhaps the most important re- 
sult of the moratorium will lie in the greatly increased 
good will for the association which has become evident 
_of the association. Many 
breeders, through this action, have been encouraged to 
continue in the ranks of pure bred breeders, who were on 
the point of losing heart and surrendering to force of cir- 
cumstances. The results will be in evidence for all the 
future years of the association. Doubtless some animals 
have been registered that the breed might well have 
spared, but it is no doubt equally true that many animals 
have been saved from the grade cow ranks that will be 
real assets to the breed in future years. 


Shall We Discontinue Grain Feeding 

news stories apparently published in a good many 
many farms it is possible to produce less milk and still 
kept in permanent pasture and legumes, and the dairy

W* have heard no little discussion as the result of 

farm papers during the past month, based upon a 
release from Washington, in which it is suggested that on 
make a greater net profit by changing the farming and 
feeding system to one in which most of the land would be 
cows fed, or almost entirely, on legume hay and summer 
pasture without the addition of grain feed. It seems that 
a policy which may be adopted by the A. A. A. in control 
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of milk surplus. Pure bred dairy cattle breeders have 
remarked about this with no little concern. Quoting from 
this news release... 

“In his report, Mr. Reed cites the results of experiments 
in which cows were fed for entire lactation periods on 
alfalfa hay alone. Although these cows produced only 64 
per cent as much milk and 67 per cent as much butterfat 
as they produced when fed on a full-grain ration, their re- 
turns when fed alfalfa hay alone were $11 per cow above 
feed cost, whereas their returns when fed the full-grain 
ration were less than feed cost. These results were on 
the basis of butterfat at 20 cents a pound, alfalfa hay at 
$10 a ton, and grain at $25 a ton.” 

Referring to the report of the Chief of the Bureau of 
Dairy Industry, 1933, for the experimental evidence upon 
which this statement is based, we find that 21 cows have 
been maintained for entire lactations on different kinds 
of hay, 16 of them being on alfalfa hay. It is further indi- 
cated that 12 cows have completed 16 lactations on alfalfa 
hay alone. Apparently the news releases have been based 
upon results obtained with these 12 cows, and it is sur- 
prising indeed to find such a small amount of experimental 
evidence as the basis for releases of such general nature 
as these have apparently been. 

Breeders in the dairy districts where the largest per- 
centage of dairy cows are located are quite a little puzzled 
by the comparative prices given, namely, alfalfa hay at 
$10 a ton and grain at $25 a ton. Upon investigation we 
find that this experiment was conducted at western sta- 
tions where excellent quality alfalfa hay is quite cheap and 
grain relatively high. 

It may be that under these western conditions this prin- 
ciple of feeding is quite practical, but dairymen in the 
principal dairy regions are not confronted by any such 


relative price comparisons as these between alfalfa hay 


and grain. 

When every agency which is concerned with encourag- 
ing more profitable farm practices is devising ways and 
means of increasing the efficiency of per cow production 
by selection, feeding and breeding, it is discouraging in- 
deed to be confronted by such general recommendations 
as these. We have been brought to realize in these trying 
times that a few high producing and consequently highly 
efficient cows, adequately fed and cared for, will produce 
a profit far in excess of a larger number of low producing 
cows inadequately fed. Furthermore, we realize that the 
surplus of dairy products could be effectively wiped out 
by eliminating the low and inefficient producers and pro- 
ducing less milk at greater profit from fewer and higher 
producing cows. 

We were interested last week in observing the results 
obtained by one breeder after thirty days trial in feeding a 
portion of his herd on legume hay alone as recommended 
above. These cows, which at the beginning of the test 
were producing 35 to 50 pounds of milk per day, have been 
fed on excellent quality alfalfa and soy bean hay. At the 
present time they have all dropped to the fairly uniform 
level of 20 pounds per cow per day. If this breeder can 
secure 60 cents per 100 pounds or more for his milk, it 
is obvious that he can profitably feed 1 pound of grain ra- 
tion for each 4 pounds of milk produced by the 50-pound a 
day cow in order to maintain her at that level of produc- 
tion with a grain ration costing $30 per ton. This instance 
which is cited is quite inadequate as a basis for general 
conclusions, but we can turn to the records of Dairy Herd 
Improvement Associations and find no end of convincing 
evidence that the solution of the surplus problem as well 
as the problem of profitable production lies along the lines 
of culling low producers and adequately feeding the more 
efficient cows. 

To take one of many hundreds of similar instances from 
these herd records, we might cite the case of one Illinois 
dairyman who had 32 cows in production at the outset. He 
found 11 of his cows to be unprofitable and sold them to 
the butcher. The following year he fed the remaining 21 
cows an adequate and properly balanced ration and at the 
end of the year found that he had put 37,972 pounds less 
milk on the market and made $985.43 more profit above 
cost of feed than with the 32 cows the year before.

NO STARVATION PROGRAM WANTED 
Iditor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I am not seeking publicity, and you can omit my name 
if you please, but I have come to the conclusion that under- 
consumption and not over-production, is the cause for sur- 
plus, and if the “Three A” Department, which is headed 
by a Mr. Chester C. Davis, ever attempts putting a starva- 
tion program of cows into action, they are laying them- 
selves open to criticism and prosecution by the Humane 
Society. I, myself, would fight such a program to the hilt. 

There seems to be only one solution to the problem— 
that is weeding. We've been trained for twenty years 
along the lines of breeding and feeding, now there seems 
to be nothing left but to weed. And here is my own idea 
of weeding: 

First, continue the fight to eradicate all T. B. and abor- 
tion-affected animals. Second, and “hardest of all” to 
most farmers, and which seems easiest to me, is to sell to 
the butcher all cows producing less than 1 lb. fat per day 
average during the lactation period. For example, if a 
two-year-old and under three produces in 305 days less 
than 305 lbs. fat, then to the butcher she must go. If a cow 
5 years or older produces less than 385 lbs. fat in the same 
time, well she’ll have to join her pals on the other side of 
the horizon. The farmer, of course, to get a certain per- 
centage “in state or Federal or both” in indemnity for his 
share in the culling program, the amount to be fixed by 
a committee.

NEW ZEALAND FOUR-YEAR-OLD 
RECORD BROKEN 


Totara Veeman Lulu, a junior four- 
year-old Friesian owned by the Piri 
Land Co., has recently set up a new 
four-year-old record over all breeds 
for New Zealand, beating a mark that 
has stood since 1918 for another Frie- 
sian, Westmere Princess  Pietertje. 
The figures for the new champion are 
946.78 lbs. fat, 22.364.2 lbs. milk with 
an average test of 4.23%. The record 
was made on three-time milking, this 
being the maximum allowed under the 
New Zealand testing rules. At her 
first freshening, the hew champion 
came within 20 lbs. of breaking the 
record for that age by producing 
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723.36 lbs. fat. She was a star show 
heifer with the Piri Land Co. herd 
before her first calving. It is interest- 
ing to note that Westmere Princess 
Pietertje, the former record holder 
(939.78 lbs. fat), has been a member 
of the Piri Land Co. herd for the past 
nine years, where at last report she 
was still alive despite the fact that 
she is nearly 21 years of age. Totara 
C. R. Buttercup, famous 1,000-lb. fat 
producer in the same herd, is now 
running on her fourth test and to the 
end of July had to her credit 731.67 
Ibs. fat, in 235 days. She promises 
another 1,000-lb. fat record in this lac- 
tation.

July 1, 1883. Open to the World 
Awarded to 

Thos B. Wales, Jr., Iowa City, Iowa 
On his Holstein Cow, Mercedes (723) 
Total yield in 30 days, 99 lbs. 6% oz. 

of unsalted butter.” 

It was offered by The Breeder’s 
Gazette, Chicago, “To the owner of 
the cow that shall produce the largest 
yield of butter for 30 consecutive days 
between the ist day of July, 1882, and 
the lst day of July, 1833.” 


Competition over the cup in the first 
public contest of dairy breeds at- 
tracted nation-wide attention, and in 
focusing favorable attention on Hol- 
steins as butter producers it proved 
an important event in the history of 
the breed. 


Only two cows were entered in the 
contest, Mercedes, and the world’s 
champion Jersey of that time, Mary 
Anne of St. Lambert, owned by Va- 
lancey E. Fuller of Hamilton, Canada. 
The Jersey showed a yield of 97 lbs. 
8% oz. butter. The award was made by 
a committee of three appointed by 
the Gazette: Hon. John Landrigan, 
President of the Illinois State Board of 
Agriculture, Hon. John P. Reynolds 
and Hon D. P. Gilham, ex-Presidents 
of the State Board. 


The cow, Mercedes, born March 28, 
1878, was bred by the noted Holland 
breeders, K. N. Kuperus & Son, and 
imported by Thomas B. Wales, Jr. in 
September 1879. Mr. Wales was 
Secretary of The Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America from its organ- 
ization in 1885 until 1894, and previous 
to that time served as Secretary of 
The Holstein Breeders’ Association. 

The cup is now on display at the 


Secretary’s office at Brattleboro, Ver- 
mont. 





Max View Model Fayne, one of the 
early foundation cows of the herd at 
Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, Ill., is re- 
ported as freshening recently at the 
age of nearly thirteen years, dropping 
a fine bull calf, sired by King Bessie 
Ormsby Pietertje.

Sir Beauty Sweet 511699, owned by 
Mr. Clifford Snyder and Mr. Howard 
Robinson of Pittstown, New Jersey, 
has increased the milk production of 
his first seven daughters 6.4% over 
that of their dams, and the fat produc- 
tion 10.9%. The comparison was 
made at the comparable age of two 
years old in the case of each daugh- 
terand dam. The daughters averaged 
9,524 pounds of milk and 315 pounds 
of fat, and the dams 8,943 pounds of 
milk and 284 pounds of fat. On the 
mature basis the daughters would av- 
erage about 13,060 pounds of milk and 
450 pounds of fat. All records were 
made on twice a day milking. 





The first thirteen daughters of 
Franklin King Doede Rodmer Ormsby 
555464, owned by Mr. G. S. Katzen- 
stein of Greendell, Sussex County, 
produced as two-year-olds an average 
of 9,709 pounds of milk and 364.6, 
pounds of fat.

As this is written New England 
breeders are very much concerned 
over the apparent determination of 
some interests to penalize the Hol- 
stein breeder in one way or another. 
At the Hearing on Amendments to 
the Federal Code recently in Boston 
a proposal was made by Dr. H. B. 
Ellenberger of the University of Ver- 
mont that the butterfat differential be 
placed at 6c a point up and down from 
3.7%. This of course would mean that 
every dairyman whose milk tested be- 
low 3.7% would be docked severely, 
and we sincerely hope the opposition 
will kill this proposal, however well 
intended by its sponsor. 





The Massachusetts Holstein Asso- 
ciation is planning to be active in 
support of legislation being introduced 
shortly to adjust the relationship be- 
tween fat and total solids more 
equitably in the State Law.

ceed 800 lbs. fat is Aaggie Ormsby 
Aaltje Salo, with 814.4 lbs. fat from 
22,808.7 lbs. milk as a four-year-old. 


The first was Femco Rose Fobes Aag- 
gie, new Minnesota State Champion 
junior two-year-old with 868.7 lbs. fat. 
They have two other daughters start- 
ing sensationally, one of them having 
96 lbs. fat in her first 26 days as a sen- 
ior two-year-old, and the other having 
112 lbs. fat in 31 days. E. H. Mead 
writes that of the sixteen cows in 
their present string all are daughters 
of either “Governor” or Pride of Sir 
Piets, with the exception of the three- 
fourths sister to their Jewel bull that 
is headed for 880 lbs. fat as a senior 
four-year-old.

MILK FOR 
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Abortion Controlled 


EARLY every year a new treat- 

ment for abortion is tried with- 

out results. The Bangs Disease 
does not act alike in every herd. With 
one group of cows all of the calves 
will be lost for years. In another di- 
vision it might be severe for a shorter 
time and then stop abruptly or in an- 
other herd a few calves will be lost 
annually. The fact that the infection 
does not show unmistakable symp- 
toms for months or even years is mis- 
leading. During the past quarter of 
a century the writer with his large 
acquaintance of cattle breeders in 
this and other countries has carried 
on investigations in a large way under 
nearly all kinds of conditions. In addi- 
tion to having a real scientific organi- 
zation about 8,000 students have 
assisted in trying out nearly every 
suggestion or thought on this subject. 
We have come to the conclusion that 
there is nothing that can be fed to the 
animals or injected under the hide 
that will cure or prevent the Bangs 
Disease but a plan has been developed 
which has been used successfully for 
ten years by an army of breeders. 
This includes both large and small 
herds. We do not furnish testimon- 
ials on the subject of abortion but we 
are appealing to all interested parties 
to go and see these clean herds and 
ask the owners who have attemded 
this school to show you a calf with a 
clean tail from every cow. This plan 
can be used where all the cows have 
lost their calves for several years or 
the cleanest negative herd. It is not 
necessary to maintain two separate 
herds, neither is it necessary to 
sacrifice those good cows. A cow 
properly handled can be placed back 
in the breeding ranks whether she is 
positive or negative, but that cow 
must be treated at the right time and 
in the right way and if she is not 
treated as directed she may seemingly 
clean up and get with calf only to lose 
it again. A cow not properly treated 
at the right time is usually a severe 
spreader for a long time. If she is not 
properly treated as directed she might 
not breed for months or never breed. 
We have been able to change a posi- 
tive cow to a negative by this plan, 
that is if the cow has not been posi- 
tive too long. This plan can only be 
carried out by the breeder or the 
herdsman who is with the cattle daily. 
Our students cannot treat an aborted 
cow in another herd as it would re- 
quire too many trips, neither do they 
want to carry the infection home. Any 
average breeder can be taught how 
to use this plan with practically no 
expense or loss of time. At the school 
we kill cows, open the sides, where 
the student is taught in his own 
language how to do all this work with 
safety. 

A herd of cows that had lost nearly 
every calf in the herd for three years 
were cleaned up within a few months. 
Two of those cows, one with a big 
lump jaw the other with rheumatism 
were sent to the butcher, the rest 
of the herd will be found on our ex- 
perimental farm a short distance from 
Kansas City. Every cow in that herd 


has had a normal healthy calf each 
year for three years. The bull calves 
were disposed of but we have all of 
the heifer calves which were raised 
on these cows. Five cows in the herd 
were positive too long and are still 
positive, About 40 head of extra good 
registered dairy heifer calves were 
raised on the milk from these cows, 
including ‘the positive cows. The 
heifers raised from this herd and a 
large number of other calves have 
run with these cows day and night, in 
the feed yard, on the pasture and all 
of them are negative. We have in- 
troduced negative cows with calf and 
unbred heifers permitting them to 
mingle together in every shape and 
form. Out of the entire group of cattle 
handled on this farm three cows and 
two calves, all negative to the blood 
test died from other causes. The 
heifers raised on the milk from these 
cows are now starting to deliver nor- 
mal healthy calves. One fully matured 
calf was delivered dead caused from 
an accident, both cow and calf being 
negative. These cattle have been 
handled similar to those on an aver- 
age farm, the only difference is in 
the Abortion Plan. All of these facts 
can be proven and all of these cattle 
are now available. We now issue a 
challenge to any interested party to 
make any kind of a test on any of 
these cows or heifers, but the blood 
taken from each animal must be 
tested on the farm where proper 
facilities will be convenient for any 
test known to scientific men. Dates 
can be made by writing to the address 
below. Some of the stock referred to 
have been moved to other negative 
herds where all the animals in such 
herds are negative but all of these 
animals are available and can be 
properly identified. 

We could have disposed of the five 
positive cows with very little loss as 
they are along in years, but we 
wanted to retain them for this pur- 
pose. We could have had a negative 
herd out of this badly infected group 
with very little loss. This test has 
been very thorough, nothing has been 
done on this farm that any average 


breeder cannot do if he will follow 
directions. 


This work is given to breeders and 
herdsmen only and for their use only. 
None of this work will be revealed to 
anybody by our students. The ques- 
tion is frequently asked, “Why is it 
necessary to go to this school to get 
this information?” the answer is very 
plain “others could not use it if they 
had it, it requires special training to 
give this work properly.” If it was 
made public this plan would be 
abused because the work could not be 
done properly and at the right time. 
One mistake or one neglect might dis- 
credit this plan. 

This plan should be used with every 
herd, regardless of size and especially 
in a negative herd. The blood test 
alone will not keep germs out of the 
herd and one should be prepared at 
the first indication of trouble. The 
infection spreads rapidly in some 


negative herds. This disease is wide 
spread, neighbors do not always ad- 
vertise their abortion, a wire fence 
does not always quarantine. If we 
could only get breeders before they 
have trouble. It is with pleasure when 
the writer visits breeders who were in 
a bankrupt condition, then to find 
them with clean herds where the cows 
produced good strong calves annually. 
It is bad enough to lose the calves but 
it is still worse to have a lot of bar- 
ren cows following abortion. It is 
also a great pleasure to visit students 
in all parts of North America who 
have cleaned up a lot of barren cows 
and put them in the annual class but 
the most pleasing thing is to see 
these breeders following our program 
which usually means that they have 
doubled their net income without in- 
creasing their investment. It has re- 
quired a life time to translate the 
language and abbreviate the work so 
that any breeder can _ thoroughly 
understand, regardless of education. 
Perhaps the most important thing in 
this school is our method of teaching 
mature men so much valuable in- 
formation in such a short time, of 
course it requires a great effort for 
the instructors to see that every man 
is thoroughly qualified.
